As a 24-year-old man, who 
knew very little about the En- 
lish language, Mr. Podrasnik 
came to this country. His old- 
er brother had come a year earl- 
ier, but the two did not meet un- 
til Alois had attended school for 
one year in Milwaukee. 

Spanning more than four score 
years, Mr. Podrasnik’s life has 
been full of color, adventure, 
bravery and devotion. When 
his thoughts were turned back- 
ward this noon, he would talk 
only about his early life and not 
what he had accomplished. 

The civil war clouds appear- 
ed and his Austrian father sent 
money for the two brothers to 


return home: “The older brother 
did, but Alois remained, giving 
to his brother the allowance for 
the return ticket. This act was 
taken by his father as a_ refusal 
and for 10 years the parent 
would not write to his son, alone 
in this country. As a private 
the young man entered the ranks 
of the civil war and as a first 
lieutenant he was _ honorably 
discharged. 

The Chicago postoffice accept- 
ed him and for more than seven 
years the young Austrian work- 
ed. Later he entered business 
and for 30 years he sold Chi- 
cagoans wallpaper, paints, sta- 
tionery and many other goods. 

Then he came west and locat- 
ed in Upland. It was 24 years 
ago when he settled in the com-
